Section 1. That every person can-
vassing from house to house in the
borough of Reynoldsville, for the pur-

hooks, pietures, photograph  albums,
clocks, watehes, pooket knives, silvors
plated knoives, forks or spoons, spsct
acles, eyw-glasses, carpel sweopars, bak-
ing pans; bed spreads, patont medicines,
plaster paris goods, bronze and plain,
sonp, tes, coffee and spices, tin ware,
gent's shirts, furnishing goods, clothing,
by sampls, earpets, hoslery, handler-
chiels; lnces, needles, thread, embroid-
ory, blankets, rugs, stationery, grocer-
fes, place goods, boots or shoes, grogar-
ies to private houses, by wholesale or
rotall, peddlers of wagons, sloighs and
carringos, whother selling hy sample or
otherwise, shall take out a lieonse from
the Burgess nnd pay the fees herein-
after required, before doing or offering
to do uny business in the sald horough.

Section 2, The fees for lleense
under the ordinance shall not be Jess
than ten dollurs (810) nor mors than
twenty-five (825) per duy for ench and
every day so engaged, provided that
this ordinance shall not apply to those
holding mercantile leense within the
borough nor to persons resident in the
county,
